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DETAILED ACTION 

Oath/Declaration 

1 . The oath or declaration is defective. A new oath or declaration in 

compliance with 37 CFR 1 .67(a) identifying this application by application 

number and filing date is required. See MPEP §§ 602.01 and 602.02. 

The oath or declaration is defective because: It does not identify the city 
and either state or foreign country of residence of each inventor. The 
residence information may be provided on either on an application data 
sheet or supplemental oath or declaration. 

To be clear, the complete name of the city must be written. Abbreviations such 
as "L.A." are not acceptable because there may be other cities with the 
abbreviation of L.A. 

Further, applicant should not complete the box for a second inventor if there is no 
second inventor. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

The claim is generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with 
current U.S. practice. It appears to be a literal translation into English from a 
foreign document and is replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 

As best understood, applicant is claiming an illuminated acrylic core 
installed underwater. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Friedman (US 3,441,957). 

Friedman teaches an aquatic neon device comprising: 
an illuminated acrylic core (20) installed underwater.

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Lowther teaches a swimming pool lighting setup. De 
Garmo teaches a swimming pool lighting fixture. Orenstein teaches an 
illuminated module. George teaches underwater lighting. Robinson et al. teaches 
underwater lighting. Lindstrom teaches an optical sensor. Zorn et al. teaches an 
illuminating system. Dongo teaches fiberoptic illumination for a pool or spa.
